When the husband desires the company of his, 
lady in his. apartments he .writes a note of in- 
vitation in terms of the most formal and lofty 
politeness, incloses. it in “a perfumed envelope, 
seals it and sends it to her on a silver tray in the 
hands of a servant: : The lady acknowledges the 
invitation‘in the same, way, and if she accepts, 
which she is  probabl most likely’to do, she ap- 
pears at the door of his apartments at the ‘ap- 
pointed hour, in bridal costume, escorted by 
one or more. of her ladies in waiting.
